their adaptability to the conditions ID 
the locality where they are to be plant- 
ed, (2) iheir suitability or value for 
The purpose for which they arc to be 
jjrown, (3) their season of ripening, 
and in many cases the order of their 
ripening with reference to other sorts 
irrown in the same orchard and in oth- 
er localities. Success or failure linan- 
dally is often determined by ihe way 
in which the question "What variety 
shall I plant?" is answered.
